RESPONSE 

This paper is being filed in response to the Office Action dated July 2, 2002. 
Applicants respectfully request that the following amendment be entered and that the 
rejection of claims in the application be reconsidered and withdrawn. 



REMARKS 

Claims 2-5, 7-12, and 33 were pending and rejected. Upon entry of this 
amendment, claims 2-5, 7-12, and 33 will be pending. No new matter has been added. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph 

Claim 33 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as allegedly 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The Office further alleges that it is unclear 
what the specific structure of the compounds of formula I is because the "L" moiety is 
incompletely defined. Applicants respectfully disagree. 
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
